Whether that old document tells the 
truth or not, it has made of our boys and 
girls something that dot's not willingly 
have inferiority rubbed into them. 
One never stops to wonder that our 
young men will dig ditches rather than 
Jimmie valets or butlers or footmen, even

though they might have more comfort­ 
able homes and U tter wages in tho latter position*. 
Borne foreigners are born with or have been trained to a mental atti­ 
tu d e of servility, but few raised in this country can acquire i t 
A girl % eking for wages in a city kitchen has her menial position 
j impressed on lier in a thousand w ays that perhaps even her mistress does 
not realize. 


When she works in a factory she associates all day with people doing 
the same work as she does, and whether she figures it out consciously to 
that point or not she would rather live with tliat sense of equality and 
starvation wages than with comfort and th® supercilious condescension 
•be meets in another person’s kitchen. 
You who wonder why th© average girl shuns housework, did you 
IfVer stop to consider that the life of the kitchen maid is as nearly a blank 
^ it can be and escape total annihilation ? 
With whom shall she asso- 
date? 
With whom shall abo talk? 
lier mistress* family will talk to

The help in the families around her perhaps 
cannot carry on a conversation with her in her own language.
